(he copies of the Official Gazette containing the said nolifi- 
cation were made available to the public.

“Provided that where a drug, not classified under Sche¬ 
dule F, Schedule F (1) and Schedule X, blood pro¬ 
ducts, Narcotic and Psychotrophic Substances is re¬ 
quired by the consignee to be not labelled with 
the name and address of the manufacturer, the 
labels on packages or containers shall bear a code 
number as approved by the licensing authority men¬ 
tioned in Rule 21”.
